Two Marin Youths 
Admit Crime Spree 


Two San Rafael youths, who 
armed themselves with chains 
and sawed-off shotguns in a 
three-month spree of automo­ 
bile and gasoiine thefts, con­ 
fessed to the crimes in Marys­ 
ville, sheriff’s deputies disclos­ 
ed last night. 
Thomas G. Brown, 19. of 51 
Grove street and his 17-year- 
old companion Merle Harry 
Hicklin of 627 Gallerita way, 
are accused of car thefts and 
using stolen credit cards to buy 
gasoline, tires and oil. 
They 
were 
arrested 
by 
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Marysville poiice on suspicion 
of vagrancy and carrying con­ 
cealed weapons—a dagger and 
two “ slungshots,” (lengths of 
chain with tape on one end 
and bolts or lead shots on the 
other). 
Last month, Sheriffs Deputy 
A. V. Menjou picked up the 
pair in Santa Venetia because 
they had sawed-off shotgun- 
pistols with them. The weap­ 
ons were confiscated and the 
youths were released. But Men­ 
jou later found a gasoline cred­ 
it card made out to Theodore 
W. Waters, Sausalito game war­ 
den, in the back seat of his 
car. 
Menjou concluded that the 
credit card must have been left 
in his car by the youths. A 
check showed that Waters’ car 
had been stolen from Sausalito 
last January, and his credit 
cards had been in the car.

tree be chopped down to rid 
her of the pests. 


The insects have been breed­ 
ing in the tree on the street 
near her house and then beat­ 
ing a path to her door, she 
protested in a letter read to 
the council. 


“In the first place,” said 
Mayor Arthur Kanzee, “these 
are not beetles, they are box 
elders: and secondly, if we take 
down that tree, they will prob­ 
ably just spread to other near-< 
by trees.”

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Study Finds Business Executives 


Have Strong Jekyll-Hyde Traits 


EAST LANSING, Mich. UP)— 
Does a Jekyll-and-Hyde strain 
run through the ranks of Amer­ 
ica’s business executives? 
Does the roaring lion of the 
executive suite turn into an 
amiable lamb when he leaves 
the office? 
Researchers at M i c h i g a n 
State University believe so. 
They maintain the typical 
executive is apt to lead a dou­ 
ble life, with one set of prin­ 
ciples for the office, another 
for home and church. 
The researchers have com­ 
pleted a pilot study in which 
they interviewed 162 execu­ 
tives in every echelon of the 
management hierarchy. 
“The study indicates ambiti­ 
ous business executives do not 


regard as success-contributing 
those practices ordinarily re­ 
garded as good human rela­ 
tions,” says the study director, 
Dr. Eugene E. Jennings of 
Michigan State’s Business Ad­ 
ministration College. 


“Human relations,” Jennings 
continues, “may be considered 
as an important adjunct of suc­ 
cess by the executive, but not 
basic to it.” 
The professor adds: 
“A majority of the men we 
interviewed admitted they be­ 
lieve sell-interest is the basis 
of all human nature, that it is 
safer to be suspicious of men 
and assume their nature is 
more bad than good.” 
The questionnaire used in 
the study was shown to clergy-

Billboard Control Bill Better 
With Strong County Control 


Senator John F. McCarthy has con­ 
siderably improved his legislation to 
regulate billboards. He has put more 
power into the hands of the County 
Boards of Superv isors. 
“I’d like to go further (in controlling 
outdoor advertising).” 
McCarthy de­ 
clared. “This is not the maximum type 
of bill I'd like. But in all equity, I think 
it is now a fair control with ultimate 
power coming from the county level.’’ 
One of the major objections we had to 
his original proposal was that it trans­ 
ferred zoning power from the county to 
the state. This is the same reason we 
opposed the federal billboard ban along 
interstate highways. 
McCarthy’s proposal, as it now stands, 
would set up state regulations for high­ 
way billboards. However, these regula­ 
tions would not be in effect unless the 
Board of Supervisors in the county des­ 
ignated “scenic highways.” The roads 
so designated would be under the con­ 
trols. 
This seems a more sensible plan. 
In 
the earlier plan, all state freeways and 
expressways would be under the state 
regulation regardless of whether they 
ran through barren wasteland or scenic 
grandeur. 
Under the amended McCarthy meas­ 
ure, the supervisors could designate 
scenic portions of a highway and not 
designate portions of the same road 
which they felt would not be harmed by 
outdoor advertising. 
If the aesthetic value of our country­ 
side is the real reason for the legislation, 
as proponents say it is, this should be a

fair solution. It does not prevent the su­ 
pervisors, if they so desire, to pass more 
stringent regulations than the state. On 
the other hand, if the residents of a 
county want billboards every 100 feet, 
that's up to them. 
What the measure does now is to pro­ 
vide standard regulations for all coun­ 
ties if they desire to use them. It makes 
it easier for a county to regulate bill­ 
boards and enforce the regulations— 
with state support. 
There are still some parts of the Mc­ 
Carthy proposal we don't like. One is 
the prohibition of a particular kind of 
advertising, brand name advertising. If 
the state starts telling the advertising 
people what products and commodities 
they can or can not advertise, it might 
lead anywhere. The Legislature might, 
for example, pass a law prohibiting the 
use of billboards for political purposes 
by anyone except incumbents. 
When 
they start saying what can be printed 
and where, it's time to look out. 


We think McCarthy has a much bet­ 
ter bill than he had originally, and it 
may very well pass. But we don't think 
he'll get his closing hope at a hearing 
Tuesday. This hope was that the meas­ 
ure would pass “so maybe then we 
won’t have to have a billboards bill be­ 
fore the Legislature every session.” 


We have news for you, Senator Mc­ 
Carthy. If the state takes over regula­ 
tion of billboards, you are assured of 
several billboard bills every session. No­ 
body is going to be exactly satisfied no 
matter what is done. 


How Assessor Takes Inventory7 
Of Marin's Taxable Property 


(NOTE: One of a series ex­ 
plaining Marin County prop­ 
erty tax processes.)

In yesterday’s article we 
stated that the assessor is 
charged with seeking out and 
placing a value on all taxable 
property within the county. 
Today we discuss how the 
assessor “takes inventory” of 
taxable property. 
The State Constitution states 
“the legislature shall by law 
require each taxpayer in this 
state to make and deliver to 
the county assessor annually, 
a statement, under oath, set­ 
ting forth specifically all the 
real and personal property 
owned by such taxpayer, or 
in his possession, or under his 
control, at 12 o’clock meridian 
on 
the 
first 
Monday 
in 
March.” 
The Legislature, in provid­ 
ing for this, added that “at 
any time, as required by the 
assessor for assessment pur­ 
poses, every person shall fur­ 
nish information or records 
for examination.” 
To facilitate these provi­ 
sions of law, your assessor 
endeavors to furnish each 


owner of residential, busi­ 
ness, and/or rural property a 
property statement. 
• The law says that “the as­ 
sessor shall exact the proper­ 
ty statement from each per­ 
son and that “failure of the 
assessor to demand or secure 
the property statement does 
not render any assessment 
invalid.” The information ob­ 
tained “shall be held secret 
by the assessor.” 


The law also provides that 
“after written demand by the 
assessor, if any person neg­ 
lects or refuses to comply 
with any provision of law for 
obtaining information from 
taxpayers, the assessor may 
penally assess the property.” 


It also provides for penal 
assessments against property 
wilfully concealed by the own­ 
er to evade taxation. 
This is only just, since eva­ 
sion of tax on the part of 
some results in others paying 
a larger share of tax.

Marin General Has 
Patients, No Profit

Perhaps 
an 
investigation 
should be made into mis-man- 
agement of Marin G e n e r a l 
Hospital. For it seems strange 
that operating at 90% occu­ 
pancy, and over, they can’t 
show a profit. 
Further, why is it that rates 
are higher in a tax-free, non­ 
profit institution than they 
are in privately owned hos­ 
pitals in the same area? And 
these latter hospitals make a 
profit and pay for their own 
expansions. 
I know the manager of Ma­ 
rin General will tell us that 
their services are better, that 
their rate includes 
certain 
medication that one pays ex­ 
tra for in other hospitals. But 
from what I have learned, 
that service is negligible, per­ 
haps a few aspirin, and they 
are a dime a thousand. They 
admit their drug department 
is making a profit, so ydu can 
be certain they aren’t giving 
anything away. 
After paying for the cost 
of that hospital, what good 
does it do us? We can still get 
less expensive care in a pri­ 
vately owned hospital. Let’s 
face it Marin taxpayer, we got 
took. And we’ll be taken for 
a long time yet, for there’s 
many many years left before 
the bond is paid off. 
When Marin General was 
built I charged in a radio pro­ 
gram that the taxpayer would 
never approve another bond 
to build an addition to the 
hospital. I stated my reason 
for believing so; it was simply 
that the hospital was not built 
as they told us it would be 
when they wanted our vote to 
pass the bond. Among other 
promises they said it would 
be a working man’s hospital. 
It turned out to have no wards 
but it did have elaborate and 
expensive equipment, such as 
nurse to patient communica­ 
tion, which is seldom used, if 
ever. 
And there are other items, 
all of which upped the price 
and takes more money to op­ 
erate.

And did you know that if Ma­ 
rin General runs in the red, 
we can, by law, be taxed to 
made up that deficit?

the back of potential service 
station operators looking for 
a place to light. 
Some of the more recent 
examples of the rout of the 
petroleum dealers accured in 
Kentfield where Standard Sta­ 
tions felt the bite and in Cor- 
te Madera where Tidewater 
Oil Co. ran up against the 
blank wall of a new powerful 
planning commission. 
In Kentfield the proposed 
station on the east side of 
College avenue got the heave- 
ho through the backing of 
the Kentfield Civic League. 
The status of two gas sta­ 
tions (already in town) was 
“quo” said the members of 
the league. 


THIS WEEK the Corte Ma­ 
dera town council all but glar­ 
ed down the appeal of the 
Tidewater Oil Co. for con­ 
struction of a gas station on 
its own p ro p erty at the en­ 
trance of the Fifer Industrial 
Park along Highway 101. 
The planning commission 
in recommending denial ear­ 
lier said that the proposed 
site was on the best available 
land in town for light indus­ 
trial development, and there­ 
fore unsuitable for such a low 
purpose as a gas station. 
William T. Bagley, San Ra­ 
fael attorney for the company, 
argued that the firm had pur­ 
chased the property several 
years ago and at one time 
even obtained a valid building 
permit for the station.

There Are Solid Reasons Some People 
Think Germany Should Remain Divided 


pletely satisfied, your money 
will be gloomily refunded.”

(NOTE: Walter Lippmann 
has just returned from Eu­ 
rope, where he has taken 
a first hand look at the Ber­ 
lin crisis.) 


As I discussed yesterday, 
the two-Germany concept of 
the Russians is not alone; the 
result of the Soviet’s power 
to stay in East Germany as 
long as she likes. 
The truth, I believe, is that 
for a variety of reasons the 
prolonged division of Ger­ 
many has very wide support 
all over Europe. 
It is not merely that Hit­ 
ler’s war is still a living mem­ 
ory in Europe, and that the 
fear of a rearm ed and reuni­ 
ted Germany exists in Lon­ 
don and in Paris and even in 
Bonn as well as in Warsaw 
and in Moscow. 
What we have to take ac­ 
count of is the fact that in the 
14 years which have elapsed 
since the Allies occupied Ber­ 
lin and abolished the Nazi 
government of Germany, the 
two Germanys have grown 
apart. The Soviet Union on 
its side, the W estern allies 
on their side, have developed 
powerful, indeed compelling 
interests in maintaining the 
division of Germany. 


THERE IS REASON to be­ 
lieve that Mr. K’s action last 
November had its origin in 
the uprisings in East Ger­ 
many, in Poland, and in Hun­ 
gary. They occurred after the 
summit meeting at Geneva in 
1955—when the Soviets still 
spoke of reunification. Almost 
surely the uprisings convinced 
the Kremlin that unless they 
held tightly to East Germany, 
which is like the cork in the 
bottle, the whole satellite or­ 
bit would liquidate itself. 
Parallel with this develop­ 
ment in the East, there have 
been developments in the 
West which point to the same 
end—the continuing division 


of Germany. One of these is 
what is called the movement 
“to make Europe” — which 
means the movement to inte­ 
grate economically, and even­ 
tually politically, the West 
Germans within W estern Eu­ 
rope. 


THIS MOVEMENT has great 
economic vitality on the con­ 
tinent. And there is reason 
to think that on the political 
side it is for many in the 
younger generation the one 
most attractive ideal that has 
been offered to them. 
But in this West European 
community there is no com­ 
fortable place for the East 
German state, which would be 
very left wing if not Com­ 
munist. It is no accident, but 
quite logical, that the leaders 
of the European movement 
are not enthusiastic for Ger­ 
man reunification. 
And then there is NATO. 
Its strategical structure rests 
on the deployment of the Al­ 
lied armies in W estern Ger­ 
many, and on their reinforce­ 
ment by a West 
German 
army. There is really not any 
way by which this military 
structure could be preserved 
in any conceivable form of a 
reunited Germany. 


SINCE ALL the W estern 
allies regard the NATO shield 
as indispensible to their own 
security, they must in fact and 
they do in fact oppose any 
German 
settlement 
which 
would dismantle the military 
structure in West Germany. 
I do not wish to labor the 
m atter beyond making the 
point that beneath the offi­ 
cial Mr. K.’s policy of two 
Germanys finds great reso­ 
nance in W estern Europe. 
It is in this context—of a 
general concensus that reuni­ 
fication is not now practical 
politics—that Berlin has be­ 
come a new and special prob­ 
lem.

SAFE BO A T IN G 


By HARRY HEIFETZ, Commander

Moore, USCGA Past-Command- 
er and now Operations Officer 
Mr. Moore is an expert in Elec­ 
trical Engineering). 
OUTBOARD FAILURE 
(1) It may seem elementary, 
but the sad fact is that motors 
won’t run without gas, and out­ 
boards u§e a great deal of gas; 
in fact to such a degree that 
new boatsmen are amazed to 
find after wearing themselves 
out trying to start a motor, 
that they can’t start simply be­ 
cause they don’t have gas. 
So check your gas first in 
engine failure. Be sure your 
shut-off valve is open. Then 
pull out your choke and crank 
the engine. If the carburetor 
floods, you have gas, so let’s 
look elsewhere for the trouble. 
(2) Ignition: 
Most 
common 
failure 
results 
from 
faulty 
plugs. Remove and examine for 
moisture, oil or water. Either 
one will foul a plug. Check also 
for dirt across points. Clean 
the plug up and now check for 
cracked porcelain or incorrect 
gap. Most plugs are set for .030 
and most boatsmen carry a 
gap gage in the tool box. If 
you don’t have one, use the 
thickness of a nail file or dime. 
This will do temporarily. If 
the porcelain is cracked, put 
in a new plug. 
If the plug is okay and still 
no start, check for the strength 
of the spark. Here’s how: Fas­ 
ten the plug wire to the plug 
and lay the plug down on the 
motor (the metal part). Now 
crank the motor. A good fat 
spark should jump the plug 
gap. If it doesn’t; then the 
trouble is in your magneto. 
There isn’t much you can do 
about that while on the water. 
So better get the oar out and 
start rowing. 


INBOARD FAILURE 
Spark plug trouble and lack 
of gas can, of course, apply to 
inboards as well. But in ad­ 
dition, you have the following 
to check: 
(1) Check the wire going to 
the ignition 
coil. 
This wire 
carries your electrical supply 
from the battery through the 
ignition switch. To check out 
this supply, remove the wire 
and quickly touch any part of 
the engine with it. If you get 
a spark, the electrical supply 
Is okay. If you don’t, we go to 
the next check point. 
(2) Distributor. Remove dis 


tributor head and check the 
points for dirt and moisture and 
proper opening by turning the 
motor over with the starter. 
The point should open about 
.020. If the distributor or any 
part seems faulty, replace wiih 
new parts. 
If the distributor is okay and 
you still can’t start, try replac­ 
ing the coil and condenser, be­ 
cause the chances are good 
that’s where your trouble might 
be. 
Now if you have done all 
these things and you still can’t 
start, your trouble is deep seat­ 
ed and you had better get on 
home because unless you are & 
mechanic, you’ve gone about 
as far as you can. 
All inboard boats should have 
a full kit of replacement parts 
aboard, including plugs, coil, 
condenser 
and 
distributor 
parts. 
(3) Battery. This is the heart 
of your electrical system. Give 
it your best care. Keep it prop­ 
erly covered and in a secure 
case to keep it from bouncing 
when under way. Keep it very 
clean, for a trail of dust from 
terminal to plate can cause 
constant leak. See that ter­ 
minals are clean and tight. (A 
little soft grease around ter­ 
minal posts helps). Check your 
water level and keep the bat­ 
tery up to. full charge at all 
times. The power in your bat­ 
tery is like water in a canteen. 
You wouldn’t venture out into 
the desert without a full can­ 
teen. So don’t venture out on 
the water without a full bat 
tery. 
(4) Wiring: Check all termi­ 
nals for loose connections and 
corrosion. Check for worn spots 
in insulation. Such a worn spot 
can cause a short and can lead 
to serious trouble. 
Now if you have gas and al 
your ignition system checks out 
properly, it is most unlikely 
that you can have motor fail 
ure. 
One word of caution: Shoulc 
you have motor failure, before 
you attempt any repairs, put 
an anchor out. This will insure 
you against drifting info dan 
gerous grounds. You will also 
be more comfortable and so 
will your passengers. 
If your motor failure occurs 
late in the afternoon, in ad 
dition to setting your anchor, 
try to attract the attention of 
a fellow boatsman so that if 
night 
threatens 
to 
overtake 
you, he can tow you into the 
closest harbor.

State Asked 


To Hold Up 
Printing Texts 


S.F. Firm Says It 


Can Do Job At 


$700,000 Saving 


SACRAMENTO W) — The 
state Printing Office today was 
asked to hold up on plans to 
print almost three million text­ 
books. 
The state Board of Educa­ 
tion made the request after a 
San Francisco bookbinder said 
he could manufacture an Eng­ 
lish textbook for $700,000 less 
than the state Printing Plant. 
The 
Cardoza 
Bookbinding 
Co. said it could print the 
books for $1,973,170 while the 
state printing office’s estimat­ 
ed cost is $2,679,800. 
ONLY STATE 
The firm’s president, George 
L. Levison, told the board yes­ 
terday, “ California is the only 
state now printing textbooks.” 
He gave the board a check 
for $10,000 to show that his 
bid was made in good faith. 
Chairman William L. Blair re­ 
turned the check and said the 
board would ask the attorney 
general’s office whether the 
bid could be considered. 
William G. Werner, an Ala­ 
meda publisher whose term on 
the board expired this year, 
went into the question of book­ 
binding at last month’s meet­ 
ing. 


ECONOMY MEASURE 
Werner proposed p r i v a t e 
binding of state textbooks as 
an economy measure. 
State Printer Paul Gallagher 
said such a proposal is “out­ 
rageous.” 
Mrs. Seymour Mathiesen of 
Fresno asked. “ Why is the state 
in the publishing and binding 
business?” 
Gallagher said California has 
been printing its own books 
since 1872 and does the job 
cheaper than any private firm 
could. He said the state plant 
turns out six million paper 
bound books and six and three- 
quarter million hard-covered 
books a year at an estimated 
saving of five million dollars.

SACRAMENTO (#—A bill to 
halt capital punishment in Cal­ 
ifornia for eight years is ready 
for Assembly debate. 


The Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee moved the compromise 
measure along yesterday with­ 
out recommendation. 


Sponsors claim the eight- 
year moratorium would show 
the death penalty is not a det­ 
errent to murder. 
Assemblyman Lester McMil­ 
lan (D-Los Angeles), author of 


the bill, first proposed perma­ 
nent abolition of San Quentin 
Prison’s gas chamber. 


He said he decided to try for 
the eight-year m o r a t o r i u m 
when colleagues told him out­ 
right repeal couldn’t pass. 


As it now reads, the bill 
would prohibit judges from im­ 
posing the death penalty and 
forbid all executions for eight 
years. 
Persons convicted of 
capital crimes would be sen­ 
tenced to life in prison, ineli- 


gible for parole for 10 years. 
The Assembly is expected to 
take up the bill next week.

MANILA (jP — A 500-pound 
salvaged bomb exploded in a 
central Luzon fishing village 
today, and the Philippine News 
Service said at leas* 34 persons 
had been killed and many oth­ 
ers injured. 
The report said most of the 
dead wefe children between 3 
and 12 years old.

County Crawling 


With Caterpillars 


An outbreak of “forest tent” 
caterpillars has been noted in 
Marin County, causing resi­ 
dents concern for the foliage of 
their trees and shrubs, it was 
reported today by Thomas W. 
Peryam, 
county 
agricultural 
commissioner. 


The tiny crawlers, recogniz­ 
ed by their reddish brown 
stripes, have begun to hatch 
with the advent of warm weath­ 
er. They build characteristic 
“web tents” over the branches 
and devour the leaves while 
they are advancing to cocoon 
stage. By that time they may 
grow to one or two inches long. 


The pests may b^ eradicated 
by using sprays of DDT, mala- 
thin, chlordane 
or 
dieldrin, 
said the commissioner. Occa­ 
sionally, the caterpillars will 
migrate to trees already spray­ 
ed, he warned.
